In view of the reports that 


have been circulated to the 
effect 


that there was no improvement in 
conditions in general, the different 
physicians in the city were interview- 
ed on the subject, and they pretly 
generally stated that the conditions 
were improving and had 
improved 


within tiie past week. 


Dr. liidgman, health officer, stat- 


ed that in his opinion the conditions 
were better; that they had improved 
materially during the past week or 
so, and that it was his opinion that 
the disease were on the wane. 


Dr. Doorman stated that

was 


his opinion 
that, 
the 
disease 
was 


gradually disappearing in the city; 
that the people had come to fear it 
loss than they had at tlrst, and that 
this had a 
tendency

Dr. Loo/.c was of the opinion thai 


the conditions had not changed very 
much; probably not quite as many 
cases as there was at one time, but 
about the same as it was a week ago.' 


Dr. Mortcnson stated that his ex-

than they were at one time 
in 
the 


city, and that there was a 
general 


improvement .all along the line. 


Dr. Waters stated that, he was of 


the .opinion that the conditions in

Hon. Herbert Hoover in 
recently 


discussing the illve stock situation, 
when the work of the International 
Exposition, was referred to, expressed 
himself in part as follows: 


"I am very glad indeed to com- 


mend the efforts of the International 
Live Stock Exposition .at Chicago to 
stimulate and improve the production 
of live stock in this country. 


"It must be the desire 
of 
every 


American to see our herds maintain- 
ed -and improved, for not only have 
we an enormous burden, to carry in 
furnishing food during the war, but 
now sifter peace has come this burden 
will be even greater if the world is to 
recover from the enormous destruc- 
tion of animals without even greater 
human hardship than at present. 


"The Exposition with all its colla- 


teral work naturally becomes a great 
Food Training Camp, and in so doing 
is performing a great service to the 
country." 


This year's exposition will be stag- 


ed on a grander scale than any of Its 
predecessors and the dates are Nov. 
30th to Dec, 7th. 


The government has been passing 


a lot of regulations during the past 
year on account of the 
shortage 
ol 


paper, and 
these 
regulations 
tell 


what newspapers shall do and what 
they shall not do in regard to the use 
of paper. 
Of course 
the 
govern- 


ment and the people that make up 
the government do not realize that if 
it were not for the newspapers there 
would never 'have been much of a 
newspaper supply, they having creat- 
ed the demand that caused the large 
paper mills to be built and maintain- 
ed. 
And another thing, if the papers 


were not being robbed of what they 
have a right to by 
having 
created 


the demand, they would 
have 
all 


the paper that they 'wanted, 
and 


much to spare. 
If the general pub- 


lic could have seen 
the 
bales 
of 


paper that came to a newspaper of- 
fice every week during the war in an 
attempt to get some free advertising 
into the paper, there would be no 
wonder why there was a shortage nf 
paper. 
It seemed as if every dcpar - 


inent vied with each other 
to 
SRC 


how much matter could be sent out 
from its oQjce, much of which was 
of no general interest to the public 
or anybody else, and nearly 
all 
of 


which went into 
the 
waste 
paper 


basket, with hardly a 
glance 
.from 


the person that received the 
stuff. 


Tho result was that the desired end 
w<as defeated by the very people who 
had charge of the matter, as any- 
thing that might have been 
of 
in- 


terest was buried under such a mass 
of matter that the interesting part 
never came to the surface. 
Every 


mail brought from ten to fifteen of 
these letters stuffed with printed or 
mimeographed matter, most of which 
went thru the mail free of charge, 
special privileges being granted to 
many to enable them to make use 
of the malls without cost to them, 
and it seems that very few neglected 
the opportunity to send a letter with- 
out cost. 
If the sending out of this 


'large' mass of printed 
matter 
and 


free advertising contributed anything 
toward .winning the war, it was all 
right, but we doubt very much if It 
did, and fhere was a feeling among 
most of- the newspaper men that the 
proper way to preach economy was 
for the government to start the prac- 
tice .of it, and thus teach by precept 
and example what 
might

possible by plain talk.

TO BUTTONHOLE FALL COAT 


'How Very Important Work May, Be 


Done by Woman Who Is Doing 


Her Own Tailoring. 


When o woman starts In tailor- 


ing she usually takes her finished 
product to n man tailor for a pressing 
and for the buttonholing. Now, a lit- 
tle practice ot-eordlng to the following 
suggestions, writes a correspondent, 
will enable any woman to make her 
own buttonholes by hand and to do 
it creditably, too. 


Begin.by marking off the place for 


the holes and their length, which Is 
gauged by the button to be used, of 
course. , Now, with a sharp knife cut 
yonr hole through material, lining and; 
all. 
If It Is Inclined to fray, a row 


of machine-stitching around the lino 
'of marking before it Is cut is a wise 
precaution, or wet the silt wltb a 
liquid gnmi 
Lay strong threads if 


necessary, and work over these with 
tlie famlllnj, buttonhole stitch, begin- 
uln'g at the, inner/end. of'the.hole arid", 
Jetting, the purl of the itlt«h fall along 


the ullt, of course. 
When the outer 


end of tho buttonhole Is reached tho 
buttonhole stitches txe taken a trifle 
tighter around the wid and raduite so 
that they form a round hole whe/c the 
shank of the button will lie. Tbl* 
cun be further accomplished it' tlje 
t/ireads which are nsed as pad'JIng tor 
the buttonholing are pulled up a bit 
when the hole is finished to straighten 
out the edge. This gives firmness and 
strength and prevents the Jiolo from 
stretching after continued buttonhol- 
ing. Olose the hole wllh a straight 
bar of buttonhole strand of thread 
along the edge or t;wo stitches ncross 
the Inner end.

TO BUTTONHOLE FALL COAT 


How Very Important Work May, Be 


Done by Woman .Who Is Doing 


Her Own Tailoring. 


When a woman starts In tailor- 


ing she -usually takes her finished 
jroduct to a man 'tailor for a pressing 
and for the buttonholing. Now, a lit- 
tle practice according to the .following 
suggestions, writes a correspondent, 
will enable any woman to make her 
own buttonholes by hand and to do 
t creditably, too. 


Begin -by marking off the place for 


the holes and their length, which is 
Bunged by the bntton to be used, of 
:ourse. .-Now, with a sharp knife cat 
:onr hole through material, lining and 
alt 
If it is inclined to fray, a row 


of machine-stitching arotmd the line 
of-marking before it is .cut Is a wise- 
)recaution, ,pr wet the slit -with a 
iquid grim. 
Lay strong threads if 


necessary, and work over these with 
he. familiar buttonhole - stitch, begin- 
ning at the inner end of the hole and 
etting, tKe purl of the sttteh fall alon£ 


the slit, of course. 
When the outer 


end of the buttonhole Is reached the 
buttonhole stitches are taken a trifle 
tighter around the end and radiate so 
that they form a round hole whe,-e the 
shank of the button will lie. This 
can be further accomplished If ti?e 
threads which are rased as padding for 
the buttonholing are pulled up a. bit 
when the hole is finished to straighten 
out the edge. This gives firmness and 
strength and prevents the holo from 
stretching after continued buttonhol- 
ing. 
Close the hole with a straight 


bar of buttonhole strand of thread 
along the edge or two stitches across 
the-inner end. 


Donkey-Ear Bows. 


Some of the big velvet sailors have 


donkey-ear bows, made of velvet, the 
pointed velvet ears, standing straight 
up, or lying toward one side or the 
other, according to the line of the 
brim.

\t has become so elastic as lo be the recognized 
form for any kind of pretense whatsoever, I am 
not sure that Sir Walter Itnlelgh should not have 
added "camouflage" In his list of our "gains In 
the war" as enumerated In his recent lecture,

KEEP DISEASES 


Poultrymen Are Urged to Prac- 
tice Proper Preventive Meas- 


ures in Fighting Ailments. 


CAUSE OF HIGH MORTALITY 


There Are Some Cases in Which Med- 


icine May Be Used Advantageous- 


ly—Danger-Is Great Where 


Fowls /fr.e Crowded. 


Fowls are subject to a considerable 


number ol' diseases, some of which 
spread rapidly through the flock and 
cause a high mortality. They may al- 
so be infested by various kinds of 
parasites, soraft of, which live on the 
surface of the body and others In the 
crop, stomach or intestines-. 
Theso 


parasites arc injurious because they 
take a part of the nourishment which 
should be used by tho bird to put ou 
/lesh or to produce eggs, and also be- 
cause' by their movements nnd their 
biting they cause irritation and inflam- 
mation of the parts.which they attack. 


Keep Birds Healthy. 


Tho contagious, diseases which are 


caused by animal and vegetable germs, 
and the weakness and loss of flesh 
caused by- tho larger parasites 
to 


which reference has-Just been mode, 
arc the most 
important conditions 


which the poultrymnn has to consider 
In the. endeavor to keep his birds 
healthy. These gerrns and parasites 
hlionld be kept out of the /lock by suit- 
able preventive measures, because dis- 
ease may be avoided much more easily 
rtnd cheaply than It can be cured. 


Use of Medicine. 


There are some cases in which modi- 


I'Ines may be advantageously given or 
applied to fowls, but, as a rule, when 
ft bird becomes sick It is better to kill 
it, because the cost of medicine and 
the value of the timo required to cur- 
ry out the treatment are greater than 
the value of the bird which is cured. 
Another reason, for killing sick birds 
Is that, they may be affected by a con- 
tagious disease which before it Is rec- 
ognized may spread to many other 
birds in the flock. A third reason 
for killing Is the fact that a bird be- 
ing sick indicates that it is more sus- 
ceptible to disease than the other birds 
of the flock, and In order to establish 
n flock which is able to resist disease 
such susceptible birds must bo elimi- 
nated. 


The greater the number of birds 


kept upon any farm or plot of ground, 
and. 
the more they are. crowded to- 


gether the greater Is the danger from 
contagion and parasites, and the more 
Important are the measures for ex- 
cluding, eradicating and' preventing 
the development of these causes of 
disease. 


Control of Scaly Leg. 


Another species of itch mite attack- 


ing chickens, turkeys, pheasants and 
cage birds is the cause of a condition 
known as scaly leg. While this mite 
is usually confined to the legs, it may 
cvccaslonally attack tho comb and wat- 
tles. The disease occurs in raost cas- 
es as a result of contagion from other 
birds, although the mites may also be 
transferred from the roosts to the 
feet'of healthy birds. It spreads slow- 
ly, and many individuals escape it en- 
tirely although constantly exposed to it.

The disease is easily recognized by 


tho enlargement of the feet nnd legs 
and the rough appearance of the sur- 
face of the feet. The parasite begin* 
Its attack in the clefts between tho 
toes and gradually spreads forward 
and upward until tho whole of the foot 
and the shank become affected. 
The 


two legs arc usually attacked about 
the same time and to the same degree. 
At flrst there is only a slight roughen- 
ing of the surface, but the continued 
irritation by the mite causes the for- 
mation of u spongy or powdery sub 
stance beneath the scales, which rais- 
es them moro and more until they are 
nearly perpendicular to the surface 
and are easily detached. In tho most: 
severe cases tho joints become in- 
flamed, the birds are lame and scarcely 
able to walk, a joint or an entire toe. 
may bo lost, and Ihe birds, unable to 
scratch for food, lose flesh and die 
from hunger nnd exhaustion. 


For the treatment of scaly leg It is 


advisable to smear the roosts with 
wood preserver or crndo petroleum as 
u precautionary measure to prevent: 
the further spread of 1he disease. The 
unlnfested birds should be isolated 
from 
the infested, and tho latter 


should have their legs washed with 
soap and worm water, removing all 
loose scales. Dry the legs and apply 
an ointment containing 2 per cent car- 
bolic acid or sulphur ointment or Pe- 
ruvian-balsam wash. 
Another good 


remedy well recommended Is made by 
mixing oil of caraway ono pari: with 
vaseline five parts, or the caraway oil 
may be mixed with five parts of castor 
oil nnd rubbed gently into the skin. 
.Some poultrymcn who have large num- 
"bers of birds to be treated make a mix- 
ture of one-half pint of kerosene and 
one pint raw linseed oil In a quart 
can, take it to the poultry house at 
night and dip both legs of each af- 
fected bird into the can for a mln- 
uto after removal, and then replace 
tho chicken on the roost. The feath- 
ers of the. leg must not: be wet, ns this 
causes irritation and .sometimes burns 
the skin. The treatment: slum Id bo re- 
pented in three or four days.

Sani- 
tary and other measures which 
have been found successful in 
the control of poultry diseases 
may materially reduce the great 
annual losses in flocks if they 
are properly applied. 


Grinding Good for Scraps. 


Table scraps and kltcTien waste aro 


best prepared for feeding by running 
them through an ordinary meat grind- 
er. After the material has been put 
through the grinder It is usually n 
rather moist mass, and it is well to 
mix with It soni(j cornmeal, bran, or 
other ground grain until the whole 
m^ss assumes a crumbly condition. 


The usual method Is to feed the ta- 


ble scraps at noon or at night, or at 
both times, as may be desired, In a 
trough or on a board. All should be 
fed that the hens will eat up clean, 
and if any of the material is left after 
one-half or three-quarters of nn hour 
it shouUl be removed. If allowed to 
lie it may spoil and would be very 
bad for the hens. 


Keep fresh water, grit and charcoal 


before the birds at all times..

amount of jelly secured will be at 
least: three glasses, or somewhat moro 
than one pint. It may bo almost twice 
that under favorable circumstances. 


If the juice, when poured into 


glasses, shows signs of jollying but 
dooK not set at once, place M; away, 
lightly covered with cJotli, for several 
days; yon may secure a fine, firm jelly 
at Ihe. end of a week. It should then 
b(- covered with hot paraflln as usual. 


The jellies made with a large pro- 


portion of corn sirup will be satisfac- 
tory if served within an bom- or two 
after turning out of (he ghis«, but they 
do not "hold np" perfectly If left to 
stand for n day or two, even though 
quite firm in the beginning. 


J[f oranges are high in prlcf; a larger 


amount of lemon may be used. Two 
lemons ordinarily may bo substituted 
for one orange, but the flavor will be 
a decidedly different one.

German products. 
While the answer 


was not given definitely, yot ihe point- 
was not raised that, such laws would 
be incompatible w i t h ' t h e Constitution, 
It was evident that 'the JL'oimsylvaula 
senator had In mind the possibility of 
commercial discrimination against Ger- 
many when the war Is over.

"Everybody wants the budget sys- 


tem except congress," remarked Con- 
gressman Kilchin In discussing the ad- 
vantages of that system as a restraint 
upon extravagance. 
As a matter of 


fact very few people care anything 
about: a budget system and still fewer 
know what it means. 
The fact Is that 


our appropriations go In (he most hap- 
hnx.arcl manner. Every division, every 
bureau, every department, of the gov- 
ernment, tries to pet all the money It 
can and makes extravagant estimates. 
A few men In congress try to cut theso 
estimates flown and then congressmen 
from various states and districts do 
all they can to increase the upproprla- 
/ions, especially If sums are to be spent 
n their sections. 
Then the senate 


till further increases the appropria- 
tions, That has been going on for 
nore than a quarter of a century. 


There may be n few .people who 


recollect 
how 
astounded 
everybody 


was when a billion dollar congress de- 
veloped. 
In a few years nobody seem- 


ed to care because the billion dol- 
lars 
came 
every 
year 
Instead 
of 


every two years. 
The increases have 


been going on steadily. 
As to the 


budget system, It Is doubtful whether 
It would have any effect. 
It Is more 


than probable that If. all the appro- 
priations were put in one bill It. would 
become n very vast "log-rolling" meas- 
ure and contain .so much that nobody 
could tell what was meritorious and. 
what was pure extravagance- 
The 


only thing that will call a halt upon 
those extravagant appropriations Is In- 
ablllt.y of the people to pay the taxes. 
When they revolt congress will revolt 
with them. 


Swift & Company has frequently stated 


that its profit on beef averages only one- 
fourth of a cent a pound, and hence has 
practically no effect on the price. 


Comparison has been made by the Federal 


Trade Commission of this profit with the 
profit on coal, and it has pointed out that 


. anthracite coal operators are content with 
a profit of 25 cents a ton, whereas the beef 
profit of one-fourth of a cent a pound means 
a profit of $5.00 a ton. 


The comparison does not point out that 


anthracite coal at the seaboard is worth at 
wholesale* about $7.00 a ton, whereas a ion 
of beef of fair quality is worth about 
$400.00 wholesale.

Fowls are subject to a considerable 


number of diseases, some of which 
spread rapidly thiough the flock and 
cause a high mortality, They may ul- 
so bo infested by various kinds of 
parasites, some of which live on the 
surface of the body and others In the 
crop, stomach or Intestines, 
These 


parasites are Injurious because they 
lake a part of the nourishment which 
should be used by the bird lo put ou 
flesh or to produce eggs, and also be- 
cause by their movements and their 
biting they cause Irrllatlon and inllam- 
matlon of the parts which they attack. 


Keep Birds Healthy. 


Tim contagious diseases which are 


caused by animal and vegetable germs, 
and the weakness and loss of flesh 
caused by tho larger parasites to 
which reference has Just been rondo,

CAUSE GF HIGH MORTALITY 


There Are Some Cases in Which Med- 


icine May Be Used Advantageous- 


ly—Danger-Is Great Where 


Fowls /fr.e Crowded. 


Fowls are subject to a considerable 


number of disease?, some of which 
spread rapidly through the flock and 
cause a high mortality. They may al- 
so be infested by various kinds of 
parasites, some of. which live on the 
surface of the boay and others In the 
crop, stomach or intestines. 
These 


parasites are injurious because they 
take a part of the nourishment which 
should be used by the bird to put on 
flesh or to produce eggs, and also be- 
cause by their movements and their 
biting they cause irritation and mflam- 
nmtion of the parts-.which they attack. 


Keep Birds Healthy. 


The contagious diseases which are 


caused by animal and vegetable germs, 
and the weakness and loss of flesh 
caused by the larger parasites to 
which reference has Just been roodfc 
are the most important 
conditions 


which the poultrym^. has to consider 
in the endeavor to keep his birds 
healthy. 
These germs and parasites 


should be kept out of the flock by suit- 
able preventive measures, because dis- 


may be avoided much more e—" " 
cheaply than it can be cured.

may be lost, and the birds, unable t< 
scratch for food, lose flesh and die 
from hunger and exhaustion.

Some poultrymen who have large num- 
"bers of birds to be treated make a mix- 
ture of one-half pint of kerosene and 
one pint raw linseed oil in n quart 
can take it to the poultry house at 
night and dip both legs of each af- 
fected bird into the can for a min- 
uto after removal, and then replace 
tho chicken on the roost. The feath- 
ers of the log must not bo wet, as this 
causes irritation and some-times burns 
the skin. The treatment should be re- 
peated in three or four days.

A third reason 
for killing is the fact that a bird be- 
ing sick indicates that it is more sus- 
ceptible to disease than the other birds 
of the flock, and in order to establish 
a flock which is able to resist disease 
such susceptible birds must be elimi- 
nated. 
The greater the number of birds 


kept upon any fnrm or plot of ground, 
and the more they are crowded to- 
gether the greater Is the danger from 
contagion and parasites, and the more 
important are the measures for ex- 
cluding, eradicating and preventing

Washington.—Up to within .1 short 


time talk of a boycott against Ger- 
many after the war has been uuofli- 
cial, in various newspapers and peri- 
odicals, and in a desultory sort of way 
where persons in small groups have 
iven vent to their decided views. Hut 


recently Uie discussion has become of 


more public nature and has been 


hinted nt in congress. 
One of Ihe 


rather pointed references to the pos- 
sible discrimination of a boycott 
11 (jiiestiou put by .Senator IVnrose of 
Pennsylvania to Senator Hitchcock of 
Nebraska, the latter being chairman 
of the foreign relations committee. 
Pcnrose asked Hitchcock if there was 
uny reason to believe that the United 
States could not make tariff laws 
afrer the war which would exclude 
German products. 
While the answer 


was not given definitely, yet Die point 
was not raised that such laws would 
he incompatible with'the Constitution. 
It was evident that 'the Pennsylvania 
senator had in mind the possibility of 
commercial discrimination against Ger- 
many when the war is over. The sub- 
ject under discussion was the third 
of President Wilson's 14 peace points, 
which 
vhe Republicans have been 


claiming would prevent the United 
Stut.es from making its own tariff laws 
in Ihe future, and Peurose was at- 
tempting to show that this third point 
If incorporated in any peace treaty 
would prevent trade discriminations 
against Germany. That this boycott 
against that country is being freely dis- 
cussed shows what intense hatred has 
been aroused in this country against 
the Huns.

handled in open cars; beef must, be shipped in 
refrigerator cars at an even temperature.
